Under  the  careful  supervision  of  a  succession  of  monthly  visitors,  composed  of 
the  lady  managers,  this  Institution  has  passed  through  another  year  of  existence, 
with  the  order  and  quiet  usually  appertaining  to  a  well-directed  family.  In  the 
monthly  reports  of  these  visitors  are  recorded  the  incidents  and  changes,  the  in¬ 
comings  and  outgoings,  and  all  the  minute  affairs  which  make  up  the  annual 
history  for  the  past  year.  These  reports  are  written  in  books,  and  carefully  pre¬ 
served,  so  that  the  whole  interior  workings  of  the  establishment  can  be  examined 
at  any  time  by  those  of  its  friends  who  desire  to  become  acquainted  with  them. 
In  this  annual  report  of  the  managers  to  the  corporators,  it  would  not  be  expedient 
to  give  in  detail  the  substance  of  the  visitors’  monthly  doings,  and  we  pass  directly 
to  an  exhibit  of  our  financial  condition.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

Roxbury  Home  fo^  Children  and  /ged  Women 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  APRIL  25,  1882. 


The  details  of  the  condition  of  the  Home  during  the  past 
year  are  so  like  preceding  years  that  our  report  will  seem 
almost  a  repetition.  There  have  been  less  than  the  usual 
changes  among  the  inmates,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  weeks,  there  has  been  the  full  number  that  can  be 
accommodated.  Three  have  died  at  the  average  age  of 
eighty-five  years.  Two  of  these  attended  the  Sunday  ser¬ 
vice  of  April  2,  one  of  whom  died  of  pneumonia  on  April  7, 
and  the  other  on  April  18,  after  years  of  feebleness. 

Miss  Weeks  has  continued  in  cheerful  and  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  her  duties  as  matron,  and  a  general  spirit  of 
harmony  and  contentment  has  pervaded  the  Home. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  a  piano  was  purchased,  the 
service  of  which  was  initiated  by  an  entertainment  of  instru¬ 
mental  and  vocal  music,  interspersed  with  readings,  given  by 
Miss  Nellie  Callendar,  assisted  by  Miss  Libbey  and  others. 
It  was  highly  appreciated  by  the  inmates  and  many  friends 
who  were  present. 

During  the  summer  there  were  frequent  opportunities,  of 
which  all  were  able  to  avail  themselves,  of  carriage  drives 
given  by  Mr.  Plympton,  Mrs.  Ward,  and  the  Christian

Union,  which  has  also  as  heretofore  kindly  furnished  horse- 
car  and  excursion  tickets  for  harbor  trips.  The  Flower 
Mission,  too,  sent  its  fragrant  and  cheering  tokens  of  sym¬ 
pathy,  which  were  a  source  of  delight  and  thankfulness. 

One  of  the  managers  has  noted  each  birthday  by  a  festive 
cake,  and  in  various  other  ways  the  life  of  the  Home  has 
been  brightened.  We  have  again  to  recognize  the  generous 
thoughtfulness  of  Miss  Champney,  who  at  New  Year’s 
feasted  and  diverted  the  inmates  with  the  assistance  of  her 
young  friends  from  the  New  South  Free  Church,  who  per¬ 
formed  the  “Nursery  Maid’s  Drill,”  to  the  great  amusement 
of  all. 

On  the  morning  of  Easter  Sunday,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Waldron 
and  friend  called,  and,  after  a  brief  service  suitable  to  the 
day,  presented  each  member  of  the  Home  with  an  Easter 
card. 

It  is  with  grateful  hearts  we  record  the  bequest  by  Mrs. 
William  Whiting,  for  many  years  an  interested  contributor 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  Home,  of  five  thousand  dollars 
“  for  the  support  of  a  free  bed  and  such  other  purposes  as 
the  managers  shall  see  fit.” 

Dr.  Streeter  still  continues  to  minister  to  our  sick  with 
assiduous  care,  and  we  would  also  acknowledge  the  atten¬ 
tions  of  other  physicians  who  have  been  called  in  by  special 
request  of  one  and  another  inmate. 

Abundant  donations  of  fruit  from  our  neighbors  and 
others  have  given  a  refreshing  variety  to  the  table  during 
several  months  of  the  year.  For  these  and  numerous 
tokens  of  kindly  interest  which  have  been  brought  to  the 
Home,  we  are  always  thankful. 

Mrs.  Carson  wishes  us  to  express  here  her  gratitude  and 
appreciation  to  Mrs.  Richardson  and  the  Misses  Reynolds, 
Munroe,  Tucker,  Dibley,  Gerrish,  Thaxter,  and  Shute,  who 
have  devoted  so  many  hours  to  reading  to  her. 

We  continue  to  hold  the  Sunday  service  at  half-past  four  ; 
and  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  the  ministers  and 
laymen  who  have  so  heartily  responded  to  our  solicitations 
to  conduct  them  ;  also  to  our  faithful  and  untiring  friends, 
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Miss  Libbey  and  Mr.  Nazro  and  others,  who  have  presided 
at  the  piano  or  conducted  the  singing.  A  small  and  still 
decreasing  number  are  able  to  attend  public  worship,  there¬ 
fore,  their  own  service  is  highly  appreciated  by  them. 

The  close  of  our  year  has  been  saddened  by  the  removal 
by  death  of  Rev.  Adams  Ayer,  who  has  been  for  fourteen 
years  connected  with  the  management  of  the  Home,  and  for 
nearly  five  years  its  treasurer.  The  cordial,  efficient  devo¬ 
tion  with  which  he  has  served  its  interests  is  well  known, 
and  his  loss  is  keenly  felt  by  those  who  have  been  associated 
with  him.  His  genial,  kindly  spirit  endeared  him  to  all  the 
inmates,  and  each  esteemed  him  as  a  personal  friend.  A 
memorial  service  was  held  at  the  usual  hour  of  worship  on 
the  first  Sunday  in  April,  in  which  all  but  two  were  able  to 
participate;  nearly  all  of  the  managers  also  being  present.- 
It  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Rogers,  Mr.  Dilloway,  Mr. 
Humphreys,  and  Mr.  Reynolds. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  would  acknowledge  with  devout 
gratitude  the  opportunities  which  are  afforded  us  of  fulfilling 
the  intentions  of  this  institution,  while  we  would  emphasize 
what  has  been  urged  in  previous  reports  concerning  the 
need  of  more  ample  accommodations  and  our  desire  to 
secure  them  at  the  earliest  practicable  period,  that  we  may 
be  enabled  to  extend  our  usefulness. 

Meantime,  we  shall  endeavor  to  carry  out  the  provision 
of  Mrs.  Whiting  and  other  donors,  and  add  one  or  more  free 
beds.  Even  with  our  restricted  accommodation,  we  feel 
assured  that  the  Home  would  be  doing  a  better  work  than 
at  present  by  carrying  out  as  far  as  possible  a  free  bed 
system.
